If Lillis survives the case 
may never come to trial. 
For several years gossip has been 
busy with the nam es of the Cudahy* 
and Lillis, who is a m em ber of an old 
ami well to-do K ansas City family and 
a brother of Bishop Thom as F Lillis 
of the diocese of Leavenworth, Kan 
A year or so ago It was reported that 
Cudahy had shot at Lillis. Friends of 
both denied this report, and their sn!) 
sequent appearance in public together 
gave color to the denial 
A woman's voice called the West 
port police sation over the telephone 
some time after midnight on Suodsv 
morning. 
"A man is lining killed at the C uds 
h r home,” It said. "Bend an officer 
quick.” 
Brian Underwood, a patrolman, has 
toned to th** Cudahy home. He found 
th e front door open and went Into the 
hall. 
Groans and curses greeted his 
ears. 
In Hie parlor In the southwest 
corner of the house, standing In the 
center of the room, were Cudahy and a 
man dressed as a chauffeur. Both were 
looking at Lillis, lying partly du.: sod. 
on the floor bet ween them.

was saying wild, threatening things 
The groans were coniine; from Lillis 
his face gashed with knife strokes, his 
shirt in shreds, and Ills arm s de**plv 
slashed.

his legs were s**v**ra! 
knife wounds. 
Underwood saw that 
he was bound. 
Cudahy, It was saki 
was threatening to L u th e r mutilate 
Lillis. 
"Please. .lark.” Lilils was moaning; 
"pleas* don t do It "

Patrolm an "Underwood entered the 
room and placed Cudahy un b*r arrest 
and then cut and untangled a snarl of 
heavy whipcord with which Lillis was 
bound and helped him to his feet

"Jeie Lillis." answered Cudahy, "I’ve 
marked him for life so the women will 
know him." 
After that Cudahy refused to talk 
He was taken to the police station

there that he would probably recover.

In Sigh t— M a n y Factories Are Idle. 


Philadelphia. March 8 —The 
labor 
unions have placed a boycott ujwin 
♦ very store that sells supplies to tile 
Rapid Transit company or Its em­ 
ployes. 
They have estimated that they ran 
deprive the merchants of this city of 
$ I,boo ,000 worth of business a day arid 
that they can force the business In­ 
terests of the city to take their side 
iti the fight if the pressure Is main­ 
tained 
long 
enough 
and 
severely 
enough. 
Saloonkeepers are complaining that 
their bars are banned because they 
have sold to the loyal employes of the 
Rapid Transit company. Storekeepers 
In Kensington, Germantown. 
Frank­ 
ford and other centers of th** strike 
have benn hurt severely. Their busi­ 
ness has fallen off markedly. They are 
considering an appeal to the city au­ 
thorities. They want to know why It 
isn't possible under the laws to punish 
criminally persons who are responsi­ 
ble for the loss to which they have 
been subjected.

The 
mayor declined to discuss his course 
)f ac tion, and Henry Clay, the director 


ti public safety, was equally unwilling 
to be quoted. 


Expect Strike to Fizzle Out. 
Their attitude is simply this. 
They 
believe that the strike will fizzle out 
like a bad firecracker, provided the 
leaden do not stir up resistance to 
authority. The mayor ha« outlined ex­ 
actly what is to be done*, but he w*is so 
we M satisfied that he did not issue the 
order of arrests, hoping that a few 
lays more would se#* the disintegration 
of the strike and that it would not he 
necessary to take drastic steps. 
The city officials and the merchants 
agree that a sympathetic strike need 
alarm nobody so long as rioting Is 
kept down, and the business m**n have 
the assurance of the authorities that 
a continuance of rioting will mean not 
inly the arrests contemplated, hut the 
calling In of the National Guard. The 
mayor has hesitated to take that step 
because of the inevitable and Implied 
reflection upon the usefulness of his 
own foree of police. 
The police have 
been spineless enough, hut they have, 
as the mayor says, been blooded now. 
and they have got used to facing big 
crowds of angry nun. He thinks they 
will give a better account of them­ 
selves In future encounters with the 
mob. and that it will not be necessary 
Ic ask for the state* troops. 
The situation Is puzzling to every 
one. The Rapid Transit company is 
running more cars than on any day 
since Its employes walked out of The 
barns. 
Also, the cars were w’ell pa­ 
tronized and people rode with seem 
in« fearlessness of injury. There were 
HOO cars on all the tint's, and the 
company kept 7oo of these tunning 
until midnight. 


Textile Trade Tied Up. 
Moreover, it has developed that al­ 
though there are 40.000 men or even 
more on strike that only a few trades 
have be* n seriously affected. Kensing­ 
ton is dead. 
Hardly a factory is In 
operation. 
Kensington Is the center 
of the textile trade, and tho textile 
workers form almost half of the ac taal 
numbers 
of strikers 
The 
building 
trades are hurt and building opera­ 
tions are at a standstill 
It is esti­ 
mated now that 5000 members of the 
allied building trades are on strike. 
The tailors form the n* xt largest body. 
The directors of the Rapid Transit 
company and the olficials of the city 
appear more positive than at any time 
during the strike that the outcome is 
certain—a thorough defeat for union­ 
ism. 
Director of 1*01*110 Safety Clay 
said that the strike is virtually over. 
He said that the mayor and he would 
get around to the usual business of 
their departments soon.
